INTRODUCTION 


This third edition of the Liaison Conservation Directory for Endangered 
and Threatened Species is compiled as a tool to assist implementation of 
the U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service Endangered Species Program. The goal 
of this Program is to "to stop endemic plant and animal endangerments 
and extinctions caused by man's influence on wild ecosystems and to 
restore the species to the point where they are no longer Threatened or 
Endangered." We provide this Directory as a personnel handbook for 
biologists, administrators, and other conservation-minded persons to 
facilitate joint efforts to cooperate in achieving the Program goal. 


The Federal Program for endangered species conservation has assumed an 
increasingly broad scope over the past 15 years. The first Federal 
action program for endangered species took the form of a Rare and 
Endangered Species Committee, organized by the Service. This group 
published a series of "Red Books" of Threatened Wildlife of the United 
States, the first one being published in 1964. The first legislation 
passed specifically for endangered species was the Endangered Species 
Preservation Act of 1966. This Act provided only for the preservation 
of native endangered species. It required the Service to prepare and 
maintain an official Endangered species list. The first list, 
containing 72 entries, was published in March of 1967. 


While the Service was authorized by this Act to expend funds for the 
management of listed species and to use Land and Water Conservation 
Funds to acquire habitat for Endangered species, it gave no authority to 
prohibit taking, trade, or other potentially harmful] acts. An Office of 
Endangered Species, staffed by two persons, was established in 1966 to 
help implement this Act. 


During this period the research program for endangered species gained 
momentum in the Service. Essentially, it began in 1965 with an effort 
to restore the whooping crane (Grus americana) through captive propaga- 
tion at Monte Vista National Wildlife Refuge (Colorado). Later the 
program shifted to the Wildlife Center in Patuxent, Maryland, where it 
now provides a facility for research on nine species in addition to the 
whooping crane. 


The 1966 legislation was amended with the passage of the Endangered 
Species Conservation Act of 1969. The Service was thereby given 
authority to list foreign animal species and to restrict their import. 
This Act, however, still offered no protection for native Fndangered 
species. The Program continued expansion, however, and, by 1973, the 
Office of Endangered Species' staff totaled 16. On December 28 of the 
same year, the Endangered Species Act of 1973 was signed into law. 
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The 1973 Act is far more comprehensive than the 1969 Act. It provides 
protection for all animals and plants (the 1969 Act addressed only 
vertebrates, mollusks, and crustaceans). It recognizes a Threatened, as 
well as an Endangered, status category, thus establishing authority to 
protect Threatened species before the danger of extinction becomes grave, 
It addresses animal populations, whereas the 1969 Act recognized no 
category below subspecies; and, for the first time, it provides native 
Endangered species with real protection backed by tough penalties for 
violators. Under the provisions of Section 7, the 1973 Act mandates 
Federal employees and agencies to take positive action toward protection 
of Endangered and Threatened species, wherever found on lands controlled 
by them. Furthermore, the 1973 Act implemented the Convention on Inter- 
national Trade in Endangered Species of Wild Fauna and Flora, and the 
Convention on Nature Protection and Wildlife Preservation in the Western 
Hemisphere. 


On November 10, 1978, the 1973 Act was amended by the Endangered Species 
Act Amendments of 1978. These Amendments provide a mechanism for the 
exemption of certain Federal projects from the requirements of Section 7 
of the Act. This section requires that Federal actions do not jeopardize 
the continued existence of listed species or destroy or adversely modify 
their Critical Habitat. Applications for exemptions may be considered, 
however, only if made by Federal agencies, by Governors in affected 
States, or by persons whose permit or license applications have been 
denied primarily because of the application of Section 7 to a Federal 
agency's actions. These Amendments authorize the President to exempt 
proposed actions in major disaster areas; require an exemption if the 
Secretary of Defense finds it necessary for reasons of national security; 
and authorize the Secretary of State to block an exemption if it would 
violate an international obligation of the United States. Also, the 1978 
Amendments require Federal consideration of economic impact in the 
determination of Critical Habitat. Exclusion of areas from Critical 
Habitat determinations can be authorized in certain circumstances by the 
Secretary of the Interior for economic reasons. 


The 1978 Amendments further: (1) make major changes in the procedures 
for listing and determining Critical Habitat; (2) revise the definition 
for "species" to exclude populations of invertebrates; (3) require the 
development and implementation of Recovery Plans for listed species, 
unless the plans will not promote a species’ conservation; (4) authorize 
use of the Land and Water Conservation Funds to acquire habitat for 
Endangered or Threatened plants; and (5) authorize Cooperative Agreements 
for plants with State conservation agencies under terms similar to those 
previously prescribed for animals alone. 


Technical amendments to the Act, which were passed by Congress on 
December 28, 1979, require Federal agencies to confer with the Service on 
species proposed for listing and to conduct biological assessments for 
any activity for which they desire to obtain a permanent exemption 
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(as provided in the 1978 Amendments). The 1979 Amendments also increase 
the effective period of emergency listings, require that guidelines be 
developed for the Program's petitioning and priority system processes, 
and make organizational changes in the management of the U.S. membership 
in the Convention (CITES). 


As of December 31, 1979, the Interior Department, through the Endangered 
Species Program, has raised the number of listed species to just over 
700; 36 States have entered into Cooperative Agreements with the Service; 
and about 130 species have become beneficiaries of specific recovery 
planning efforts; Critical Habitat determinations have been designated 
for 35 species and hundreds of formal and informal consultations have 
been held with other Federal agencies in compliance with Section 7 of the 
Act. 


The Office of Endangered Species (U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service) will 
continue to seek the assistance of those listed in the Liaison Directory 
with regard to such objectives as (1) the listing/delisting process for 
Endangered and Threatened species; (2) the procurement of current popu- 
lation data on these species; (3) the appointment of species’ Recovery 
Teams, and (4) the preparation of Environmental Assessments or impact 
statements. 


Over 250 Federal,  State-Territorial, and private conservation 
organizations are listed in the Directory. With minor exceptions, each 
organization has designated a staff member to serve as its liaison with 
the Fish and Wildlife Service's Office of Endangered Species. (This 
Office is not to be a bypass or a replacement for the regular channels 
within the Fish and Wildlife Service offices, but serves as_ the 
coordinator and communication lirk at the National level.) 


The Office of Endangered Species publishes a monthly newsletter, the 
Endangered Species Technical Bulletin. Persons listed in the Liaison 
Directory will receive this publication. Reciprocation of informative 
materials from the Directory organizations will facilitate the continued 
development of a cooperative and coordinated Endangered Species Program.
